equity, the outstanding obligations ex- 
ceeding $400,000,000,” 

In concluding the reference to the 
Canadian Northern, the commissioners 
say: 

Say People Should Assume Control. 

“We conclude, therefore, that the 
shareholders of the company have no 
equity either on the ground of cash 
put in or on the grotind of physical 
reconstruction cost, or on the ground 
of the saleable status of their property 
as a going concern. If then, the 
people of Canada have already found, 
or assumed responsibility for, the bulk 
of the capital; if they must need find 
What further capital is required; and 
if they must make up for somé years 
to come considerable deficits in net 
earnings, it seems logically to follow 
that the people of Canada should as- 
sume control of the property.” 

‘The report discusses the Inter- 
colonial at some length, its inadequate 
facilities and consequent disability of 
shippers. 

The transfer of the Intercolonial to 
the proposed system is recommended, 
Tirstly, in the interest of the Maritime 
Provinces; secondly, in the interests of 
the Canadian taxpayer; and, thirdly, 
in the interest of the Intercolonial, 
as a railway, itself, 

The report recommonds the incor- 
poration of the Transcuntinental in the 
new system as it cain be there put to 
© useful purpose, while standing alone 
Without proper feeding and distribut- 
ing lines it can do but little business 
and has no future, 


One of Largest Systems in World. 

“The proposed system, if put into 
effect,’ the report says, will constitute 
the largest railway system in the 
world, with the exception of the Ger- 
man. It would constitute an adequate 
and well-balanced transcontinental 
railway, with necessary branches both 
in the east and west, and would ob- 
viate the unnecesary expenditure of 
many millions both in the east and the 
west for further wasteful and unneces 
sary duplications, both in lines and 
terminals, that of necessity must take 
place if the original programs of the 
Canadian Northern and Grand Trunk 
Pacific were carried out, 

“The system would be considerably 
larger than the Canadian Pacific, and 
be quite as well located, both from an 
operating and traffice standpoint. In 
time it ought to produce as favorable 
financial results, constitute a ereat 
national asset, and take a high and 
commanding place among the great 
systems of the world.” 

The report shows the large railway 
mileage of the country, It establishes 
that Canada today has but 185 in- 
habitants to support each mile of rail- 
Way as against 238 in Argentina, 274 
in Australia, and 400 in the United 
States, Economy, the elimination of 
duplicating serviees and the most ef- 
ficient business management are in- 
sisted upon. 

Although the commissioners are 
emphatic in their recommendation 
that the railways in question become 
the property of the people of Canada, 
they are equaily emphatic that gov 
ernment operation of the — system 
would be against the best interest of 
the country. The Intereolonial and 
the state-operated railways of Aus- 
tralia are discussed, ant oon many 
grounds the mixture of politics and 
the business of railway operation is 
condemned, The success of the whole 
scheme is predicated on the absolute 
absence of all political interference 
with the trustees or with the system. 

Recommend Five ‘Trusiees, 

Thpg management of the system is 
to bé placed in the hands of five trus- 
tees, or commissioners, to be appoint- 
ed by parliament. Three of these 
trustees to be men of the highest rail- 
way experience and ability, who will 
he required to give their whole time 
to the undertakings, another to ho 
appointed as having the special confi- 
ence of and to represent the railway 
employees; the last, an outstanding 
man of business, well qualified to ad- 
vise on financial questions and general 
business conditions, The two latter 
trustees are not required to give their 
whole time, but are expected to give 
their best assistance and advise, and 
if oceasion requires, with a view in 
the first instance of obtaining the best 
possible co-operation between the 
trusiees and the railway staff in the 
interests of the nublic as sole benefici- 
ary and stockholder; and, in the next 
instance, of obtaining the best ser- 


vice and facilities possible from the 
system, having regard to the business 
interests of the company's producers 
and shippers, 

The duty is cast upon these trustees 
of operating the five railways as one 
united system on a commercial basis

Were Convinced of Success 

“The result of our inquiry leads ua 
to the conviction that both Sir Wil- 
liam Mackenzie and Sir Donald Mann 
had a firm belief in the ultimate 
success of their undertaking apid in 
their own ability to carry it tom suc- 
cessful conclusion, It was, therefore, 
obviously in their interest, as owners 
of all the common stock, that the 
rond should be as well located and 
ns economically constructed ag pos- 
sible. And they did their best to at- 
tain this end, 

Construction West of Edmonton 

The success of their endeavors may 
be judged from the fact that Cuna- 
dian Northern construction from Tol- 
lerton (120 miles west of Edmonton) 
to Vancouver cost $88,629 per mile, 
while the construction’ of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific from Wolf Creek (on 
the opposite side of the Athabasca 
river from Tollerton to Prince Rupert 
cost $112,000 per mile. It is true that 
the Canadian Northern had the bene- 
fit of the ‘tote’ roads built by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific between Fem- 
bina river and Resplendent, as tho 
Grand Trunt was first in the fleld; 
but as against that it had to ‘dace: 
higher costs of labor and materials. 
We believe that, speaking generally, 
one consideration may be set off 
against the other. Again the cost of 
construction of the Canadian North- 
ern from Port Arthur east to Mont- 
real can be compared fairly to the 
cost of construction of the National 
Transcontinental from Winnipeg to 
Quebec. The cost of the Canadian 
Northern was $62,602 per milo in- 
cluding in this amount interest at five 


Canadian management." 

Many minor recommendations as to 
the enlargement of the functions of 
the railway commission, subsidies and 
grants of railway securities, the incor- 
poration of railway companies, both 
provincial and dominion, the organiza- 
tion of railway councils, highway im- 
provement and the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way are made, 


Plea for Quick Action 

Tho report ends with an earnest 
plea for quick action. The commis- 
sioners say: 

“We will enumerate certain other 
matters that wilt not brook delay, In 
the west the Canadian Northern is 
not giving, and is not able to give 
adequate service to the grain growers 
in some important districts which are 
dependent on its lines. The situation 
in the Goose Lake district is highly 
unsatisfactory. The branch is in had 
shape, and is not fit to do the busi- 
ness offering, There is absolutely no 
room for doubt as to the lack of 
freight cars and the resulting incon- 
venience and even in many cases dis- 
tress, 

“In the east the position of the 
Grand Trunk is most unsatisfactory. 
Beyond question the system im- 
mediately requires at least 200 more 
locomotives and at least 10,000 freight 
cars. 

If coal famines are to be ayoided, 
and the proper winter movement kept 
up, the line from Burlington Junction 
to Fort Erie urgently requires double 
tracking, Other improvements are 
imperative. The question of electrifi- 
cation ought to be taken into con- 
sideration forthwith. 

Worse Next Winter. 

“If things go on as at present, the 
traffic conditions of this year will in 
all probability return in an aggravated 
form next winter. The old equipment

Oppose Appointment Receivers 

Although finding that neither the 
Canadian Northern nor the Grand 
Trunk can meet their Habilities, the 
commissioners oppose the appoint- 
ment of receivers for the companies, 
except as a last resort. In their op- 
inion the country is already so large- 
ly involved in the companies that re- 
ceiverships would be bound to seri- 
ously react upon the country’s credit. 

Other alternative solutions are dis- 
cussed and rejected, These compri¢e, 
the transfer of the railways to the 
Canadian Pacific, the transfer of the 
whole or a portion of the Canadian 
Northern to the Canadian Pacific rail- 
Way; the possibility of a new commer- 
cial company; the adoption of the 
Mexican railway scheme, a partner- 
ship established between the state and 
an operating commercial company on 
the lines of the New York subway 
centre, All these alternatives are re- 
jected on the grounds set out in tho 
report, 

The commissioners say: “There is 
yet another reason, why we do not 
think that, even if it were possible, 
an attempt should be made to form 
a new company, either on the Mexican 


Grand Trunk points, in maintaining a 
supply of grain and flour from the 
west. It is imperativé that efficient 
action be immediately taken.” 

A_ dissenting report is made by A. 
H. Smith, chairman of the commis- 
sion, Mr. Smith differs from his col- 
leagues as to the remedy which the 
situation demands. The conclusion of 
hls report reads: 

“acing the urgency of the need, 
considering the part which the Rov- 
ernment has taken and the responsi- 
billty which it shares, and keenly alive 
to the magnitude and importance of 
the tasks now placed upon the rail- 
roads and the greater tasks which they 
will face, I see no safe alternative but 
that. the government shall continue, 
With discrimination and resort to aj} 
available safeguards, and under a 
policy of proper regulation and co- 
ordination of effort, to atd the neces- 
sitous railroads of the dominion until 
such time, which I hope and believe 
Will not be far distant, when these 
will become self-suporting, and the 
problem will be solved.” 

Canadian Policy, 

Mr. Smith finds that the Canadian 
policy appears to have been to pro- 
mote public welfare by means of 
building, or aiding in the building, of 
transportation lines throughout the 
dominion. In this connection he says: 

“It is unfortunate that Canada did 
tot have a policy of regulation in this 
period, which could have prevented 
needless duplication of lines and facili- 
ties, Competing lines have been built 
Where effective regulation could have 
saved a lurge part of the investment, 
while completely satisfying every 
reasonable and proper need for ser- 
vice. Instead 6f co-ordination and 
conservation under government ob- 
servation railways were permitted to 
duplicate plant in fields not yet pro- 
ductive enough to supply the one. The 
sovernmeént, on the other hand, was, 
in ong Way or another aiding t 
proje >", if it had not indeed itself sap 
moted . ther or.both projects. To the 
absence of such regulations must be 
charged responsibility for no small 
part of the railway problem of today,” 

He deals with the construction of 
the Grand Trunk and the Canadian 
Northern says: 

Policy Carried Too Far, He Say 

“Hence we find two new compaction 
both built largely upon public credit 
Striving for first place in a field 
which, as for transcontinental trans- 
portation, or even as for connecting 
eastern and western Canada, was al. 
ready occupied, Besides having the 
Rreat lakes waterway ,there could 
have been barely enough business to 
Support one additional line, and that 
only by the exercise of economy in 
Preparation and prudence in invest- 
ment. This brings us fairly to a re- 
cognition of the fact that while the 
policy of public aid to railways had 
originally been founded on the urgent 
need for transportation to open up a 
new country, to develop its resources 
and to unify Canada commercially and 
politically, it was carried far beyond 
the limits warranted by the original 
exigency. It appears to me that the 
responsibility is as much the govern- 
ment's as the private companies, 
Without enabling legislation and the 
extension of government credit from 
which ail received their essential &up- 
port the conipanies could not have 
expanded and overbuillt. The immedi- 
ute and obvious thing to do Is to adopt 
@ constructive and discriminating pro- 
gram, first for correcting the condi- 
tlons which necossitate continulng loss 
and waste ,even where that would 
require the Abandonment of useless 
Dronerty, and second, for controlling 
hew construction, ‘the scrap heap is 
frequently the most economical dis- 
Position available for  lisuffictent 
Plant ond machinery,”

He also finds that if the 
Grand Trunk is relieved of the burden

He finds that the precarious finan- 
cial situation of the Canadian Northern 
is due in part to its uncompleted con- 
dition, and to the fact that tho needed 
capital cannot he obtained from its 
own resources, 


Hudson Bay Railway. 

Of the Hudson Bay Railway he 
says: “The obfect in the construction 
of this road hes been stated to be that 
of obtaining ” shorter haul from the 
western prmvinces to Europe, The 
bulk of the traffic to follow this route 
must necessarily be diverted from the 
roads extending from Winnipeg to the 
east, so that the project seems to be
